Welsh football’s gov¬ 
erning body is develop¬ 
ing a new state-of-the 
art training centre and 
moving its headquarters 
from Vanguard Way, 
Cardiff, to the resort 
which has long held a 
reputation as being an 
elite sporting venue. 
FAW will be taking 


over the 1,800 sq m Vale 
Pavilion, which used to 
be home to the Cardiff 
Blues regional mgby 
franchise. 

The new centre of 
excellence will include 
a fitness zone, medical 
rooms, changing facil¬ 
ities, player lounges, 
in addition to meeting 
rooms. 

On the resort complex,

with a further two half 
pitches. 

Work has already 
started on converting 
the second full-size 
pitch into a Desso pitch. 
Cardiff City Football 
Club, currently based at 
the Vale Pavilion, will 
remain as a tenant and 
continue to train at the 
Vale Resort. 

Work is starting on 
site this month and will 
take eight months to 
complete. 

It is hoped that FAW 
will move into the Vale 
Pavilion by summer 
2020. 

Stephen Feeke, man¬ 
aging director of the 
resort, said: “We are 
absolutely delighted to 
have become the ofih- 
cial training base of the 
Football Association of 
Wales and look forward 
to creating an envi¬ 
ronment that will help 
support the elite team in 
the best way possible.

‘No conscience 
in protecting 
environment’ 

I FULLY support all of the points made in the 
letter from John Bailey (GEM Letters, Nov¬ 
ember 7) regarding the Vale recycling, which 
I am sure will be endorsed by many Council Tax 
paying Vale residents. 

While in Ogmore by Sea we have only had one 
week when the collection was a day late, we have 
suffered from all of the other problems, such as 
plastic recycling being rejected, despite the rejected 
items being labelled as recyclable. We have also had 
rejected items blowing about the street. 

Mr Bailey may not have seen directly the opera¬ 
tion of the recycling vehicles. 

The Vale have employed, clearly being paid by 
Vale Council taxpayers, so-called ‘enforcement 
wardens’ who travel around in cars alongside the 
refuse vehicles with very large rolls of ‘Oops’ stick¬ 
ers which they decide to stick, often erroneously, on 
bags that they decide should be rejected. 

Ironically these labels, after having been peeled 
off, are not recyclable and have to be placed in a 
black bag. 

Also, all glass bottles and jars in the grey boxes 
are removed individually, and passed through holes 
high up in the side of the vehicles. Incredibly time 
consuming, but doubtless the reason why broken 
glass is not accepted. 

Although the Vale claims less contamination, 
because of the total confusion about recycling, more 
is being placed in black bags. We used to use half a 
bag every fortnight; we now use at least one full bag. 

Mr Bailey will no doubt be pleased to know that 
in my email exchange with senior Vale manage¬ 
ment, those who now are having to use more black 
bags for items marked as recyclable, to avoid their 
other bags being rejected, are regarded - and I quote 
- as “not having sufficient conscience in protecting 
and preserving the environment.” 

As Mr Bailey rightly comments, in its current 
form, it is an appalling system.

A NUMBER of your correspondents have 
commented on the new recycling arrange¬ 
ments being implemented by the Vale 
Council, mostly in negative terms. 

I ask them to put themselves in the position of the 
council’s waste managers, and to reflect on the huge 
challenge of eliminating landfill, through recycling 
and high temperature incineration, of the thousands 


of tonnes of domestic waste that we produce each 
year in the Vale. 

This is a Herculean task and is bound to cause 
some minor inconvenience while the new arrange¬ 
ments shake down. Having previously received a 
label on my wrongly sorted (blue) plastics bag, I had 
the opportunity yesterday to seek guidance on waste 
separation from Vale Council staff accompanying 
the recycling truck. 

They were enthusiastic about the progress that 
they were making and keen to help residents such 
as me. 

If we want to pass on a better planet to future 
generations, we could start by spending a little 
more time separating our waste and a little less time 
writing grumpy letters to The GEM about council 
employees who are doing their best. 

They need our support, particularly as their job is 
not one that the majority of your readers would wish 
to undertake.

Are residents aware 
of recycling guide? 

H aving just read John Bailey’s letter 
relating to his experience of waste col¬ 
lection with the new six bag system, I 
would like to draw his attention to what I have 
just discovered following research on the Vale of 
Glamorgan website, leaving me rather puzzled. 

I had to question the collection crew this week as 
they slapped a sticker on my blue bag, rejecting it for 
having two pieces of ‘contaminating’ plastic, each 
bearing recycling symbols. 

I went indoors and scrutinised the booklet sup¬ 
plied by the Vale of Glamorgan, but was left none 
the wiser, as booklet rather limited in its definitions. 

Today, my husband threw three plastic items 
straight into black bin as not featuring in booklet, 
namely yoghurt pots. I went to the Vale council 
website, where I found an A to Z guide to recycling. 

I was careful to choose the appropriate ‘segre¬ 
gated’ recycling option, as they have two systems 
in place. It would seem that the Council has had a 
re-thi nk and moved the goal posts. 

Brown paper can now be placed in the orange bag 
with cardboard; shredded paper can be placed in the 
white bag with other paper. It does not mention the 
colour of shredded paper, so I’m not sure whether I 
will need to separate out strands of brown shredded 
paper. 

As for yoghurt pots, it seems they are accepted 
after all. 

I trust this guide is up to date - who knows? But 
identifying particular items could be a long process 
and how many residents are aware of this guide? 

What I do know is that I now need to refer to this 
guide each time I have an item to add to my waste. 
Do I think every resident in the rural Vale is going 
to have the time and ability to do this, or do I, like 
John Bailey believe they will put more items in their 
black bag, just to make sure all their weekly refuse 
is collected and to minimise the time spent on this 
onerous task? 

Like Mr Bailey, I too have had to pick up rejected 
items blowing along the pavement, not to mention 
broken food bags spilling rotten food everywhere. 
This happens because the crews think it’s easier to 


pick the bags out of the kerbside caddies and throw 
them across to the open collecting wagon rather than 
tip the caddy contents directly into the wagon. This 
practice is most worrying as on more than one occa¬ 
sion our dog has ingested both rotting food and bags 
they have come across on the ground, their ability to 
notice these things being sharper than mine. 

I have sympathy for the collection crews who 
are now expected to scrutinise every householder’s 
recycling bags, not to mention folding empty bags 
and placing them in the glass collection box; no 
wonder collections are taking more time.

Has the Council 
abandoned Holton 
Road? 

A dmittedly there were very nice 
flower displays during the summer, but 
apart from that it looks a complete dis¬ 
grace with weeds and mess everywhere, and now 
we have the added horror of the dosser in the 
doorway of the empty Windsor Hotel.

‘Nothing has 
chanced to make 
road safer’ 

N O one would begrudge for a moment the 
sense of relief that the residents of Llys- 
worney must feel in response to the weight 
limit on traffic through their village. 

There are, however, consequences which will 
be felt by the wider community. Unless a speed 
restriction (not mentioned in the order published 
in The GEM) is applied, three axle 40 ton lorries 
could cross on the B4270 Llantwit Major Road each 
travelling at 60 mph. These vehicles carry shipping 
containers, the normal width of which is eight feet 
(2.43m), and in addition there are the outrigged 
mirrors on the vehicles. 

The carriageway is about 18 feet wide in many 
places with indeterminate and soft verges. The 
implications for other road users, particularly 
cyclists and horse riders, are obvious. At least the 
natural chicanes in Llyswomey limited speeds in the 
same way as those installed by highway authorities. 

The inadequacy of the B4270 for HGVs was an 
important consideration in refusal of planning per¬ 
mission at the time of Bellway proposals for Darren 
Farm several years ago. Nothing has changed since 
then to make the road safer, but it is now intended to 
greatly increase HGV traffic on it. 

The new HGV limitation imposes an extra jour¬ 
ney of two kilometres for HGV traffic aiming to 
travel south at the Pentre Meyrick junction. That 
roughly equates to the extra distances imposed by

often rented, but this funding has 
allowed lights to be purchased and 
used in future years. 

Lis Burnett, cabinet member for 
regeneration and education said: 
“Our high streets are facing unprece¬ 
dented challenges and so supporting 
Christmas lights and events reaches far 
deeper than just making our retail areas 
pretty during the Christmas period.

News from the 
Fonmon Apiary 


THE new apiary 
site is now ready 
to be occupied; 
it is still on 
Fonmon estate, 
but I cannot move 
any of the hives 
there until lower 
temperatures set 
in and confine 
the bees to their 
respective hives. 

Why is fhis? 

A minimum disfance 
of af least three miles 
is reeommended due to 
the fact that bees use 
local landmarks to rec¬ 
ognise their home base. 

The new site is about 
a half-mile away and 
were I to move the 
hives while the bees are 
still actively out forag¬ 
ing, they would pick up 
on familiar landmarks 
and return to their old 
site. 

So to aid the move, 
I require low tempera¬ 
tures to kick in and for 
the bees to adapt to a 
winter shutdown mode 
- this is not hibernation! 

When temperatures 
are 10°C or above and 
the weather is fair, hon¬ 
eybees will venture out 
quite readily, regardless 
of the fact that it is sup¬ 
posed to be winter. 

The bees that occupy 
the hives in winter are 
not programmed to 
be foragers; their job 


is to keep their queen 
alive and to sustain 
themselves on the 
stores gathered in by 
their sisters earlier in 
the year, and to only 
emerge in the spring of 
the following year. 

However, due to our 
milder winters, bee 
activity is a regular fea¬ 
ture now and any activ¬ 
ity equates to energy 
expenditure. 

This expenditure of 
energy has to be sup¬ 
ported from the in-hive 
food stores. Although 
mild winters can be 
looked upon as a bit 
of a blessing, there is 
not much in the way of 
plants to forage for the 
active bees to collect. 

To replenish their 
diminishing supplies, 
the beekeeper must stay 
alert and supply a ready- 
for-use alternative. 

This alternative sup¬ 
ply is a block of sugar 
dough (which looks 
like icing sugar, but is 
better for the bees), a 
commercially made 
product that the bees 
can consume straight 
away and not have to 
process it as they would 
if it was nectar from 
external flora. 

Will all go as 
planned? Watch this 
space!

The film’s direetors, 
Kristian Kane, from the 
Vale, and Lewis Carter, from 
Bridgend, took to the stage to 
accept the award with two of 
Showdown's autistie aetors, 
Charlie Lock (12) and Erin 
Jennings (21). 

The audience broke into 
applause as the team thanked 
the festival for helping them 
fly the flag for Welsh inde¬ 
pendent Film and Autism 
Awareness. 

Kristian Kane explained 
that: “We always try to make 
our films into a transform¬ 
ative experience for the 
community.

Deadline looms to get 
water abstraction licence 


THE deadline is fast 
approaching for changes 
in water abstraction licence 
requirements. 

New regulations mean that 
transitional lieense applications 
will need to be submitted before 
Deeember 31 to prevent losing 
the right to abstraet water from 
January 1, 2020. 

Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW) regulates water abstrac¬ 
tion which is the process of taking 
water direetly from surface water, 
such as rivers, or groundwater, 
such as boreholes. 

Kathryn Mainwaring, NRW’s 
Water Resources lead specialist 
advisor, said: “If you take more 
than 20 cubic meters (4,400 gal¬ 
lons) per day from a surface or 
groundwater souree you are likely 
to need a transitional licenee. 

“Before 2018, a lot of water 
abstraetion activity was exempt 
from licencing but changes to 
the law now require previously 


exempt abstractors to apply for 
transitional abstraction licences. 

“Water abstraction can have a 
signifieant impact on the envi¬ 
ronment and until now, these 
abstraetors have legally been able 
to take an unlimited supply of 
water, without consideration of 
impacts on the environment or 
other water users.” 

Several aetivities which were 
previously exempt will now 
require a licenee if they take more 
than 20 eubic meters per day; 
these inelude: 

• Abstraetion for any purpose 
in a previously geographieally 
exempt groundwater or surface 
water area. These eovered a large 
proportion of north, west and 
wouth west Wales. 

• All forms of irrigation (pre¬ 
viously only spray irrigation 
required a licenee). 

• Warping (the abstraction of 
water containing silt to fertilise 
agrieultural land). 

Kathryn added: “We need to 


make sure that the amount of 
water taken from our rivers or 
out of the ground does not cause 
unaeceptable impaets on the envi¬ 
ronment or other water users. 

“By applying before the 
deadline, you will benefit from 
a streamlined process which 
makes most applieations easier 
and cheaper and you are more 
likely to be able to take water as 
you’ve done in the past. You’ll be 
able to eontinue abstracting as you 
have done in the past while your 
application is determined. 

“If you don’t apply, you may 
lose your right to abstract water 
and eould face enforeement action 
including prosecution if you con¬ 
tinue to do so.”

News from the 
Fonmon Apiary 


THE new apiary 
site is now ready 
to be occupied; 
it is still on 
Fonmon estate, 
but I cannot move 
any of the hives 
there until lower 
temperatures set 
in and confine 
the bees to their 
respective hives. 

Why is this? 

A minimum distance 
of at least three miles 
is reeommended due to 
the fact that bees use 
local landmarks to rec¬ 
ognise their home base. 

The new site is about 
a half-mile away and 
were I to move the hives 
while the bees are still 
aetively out foraging, 
they would piek up on 
familiar landmarks and 
return to their old site. 

So to aid the move, 
I require low tempera¬ 
tures to kiek in and for 
the bees to adapt to a 
winter shutdown mode 
- this is not hibernation! 

When temperatures 
are 10°C or above and 
the weather is fair, hon¬ 
eybees will venture out 
quite readily, regardless 
of the fact that it is sup¬ 
posed to be winter. 

The bees that occupy 
the hives in winter are 
not programmed to 
be foragers; their job 


is to keep their queen 
alive and to sustain 
themselves on the 
stores gathered in by 
their sisters earlier in 
the year, and to only 
emerge in the spring of 
the following year. 

However, due to our 
milder winters, bee 
activity is a regular fea¬ 
ture now and any aetiv- 
ity equates to energy 
expenditure. 

This expenditure of 
energy has to be sup¬ 
ported from the in-hive 
food stores. 

Although mild win¬ 
ters can be looked upon 
as a bit of a blessing, 
there is not much in the 
way of plants to forage 
for the active bees to 
colleet. 

To replenish their 
diminishing supplies, 
the beekeeper must stay 
alert and supply a ready- 
for-use alternative. 

This alternative sup¬ 
ply is a bloek of sugar 
dough (which looks 
like icing sugar, but is 
better for the bees), a 
commereially made 
product that the bees 
can consume straight 
away and not have to 
process it as they would 
if it was nectar from 
external flora. 

Will all go as 
planned? Watch this 
space!

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Matt Maynard 
appointed 
Glamorgan 
head coach 

GLAMORGAN Cricket are pleased to 
announce that Matt Maynard has been 
appointed as the club’s head coach. 

Maynard has signed a three-year deal which will 
see him remain at the club until at least the end of 
the 2022 season. The former Glamorgan captain 
and head coach returned to the club in late 2017 
as a batting consultant, before being named as the 
interim head coach for the 2019 season. He guided 
the Welsh county to fourth place in division two in 
the Specsavers County Championship as his side 
narrowly missed out on promotion. 

Maynard has extensive experience in the head 
coach role, having previously been in the position 
at Glamorgan between 2008 and 2010. Following 
his departure he enjoyed a successful stint with the 
Titans, winning the domestic four-day competition 
as well as the domestic T20 competition in his first 
year at the club. 

Maynard then spent three years at Somerset as 
their director of cricket before re-joining Glamorgan. 

The 53-year-old was also an assistant coach under 
Duncan Fletcher when the England team won the 
Ashes in 2005. Maynard had a glittering 20 year 
playing career with Glamorgan where he amassed 
over 24,000 first-class mns and stmck a club record 
54 first-class centuries. He famously captained the 
side to the County Championship title in 1997, 
and played a key role in three one-day competition 
victories in 1993, 2002 and 2004. 

Maynard also represented England 18 times, in 
four Test matches and 14 GDIs, between 1988 and 
2000. “It’s very exciting to be able to carry on the 
work we started this year. 

“I love being a part of this club and I have 
enjoyed working with the players and coaching staff 
throughout the season. There is lots of talent within 
the squad and we have a good mix of young players 
and experienced heads. 

“We saw a big improvement in the County 
Championship and Royal London One-Day Cup but 
it’s important we continue that upward trajectory 
and take our form across into the Vitality Blast next 
season.” 

Director of cricket, Mark Wallace, added: “We 
are delighted to have secured Matt as our permanent 
head coach. After conducting a thorough review of 
the season with players, coaches and staff it became 
apparent Matt should continue his role as head 
coach. The side showed a great deal of improvement 
across two of the three formats under his leadership 
and came very close to gaining promotion in the 
County Championship.

Farewell to a cricket
